Which  sum  of  $6,082,61,  with  warrants  under  our  hands  and 
seals,  dated  May  3d,  1889,  we  delivered  to  Henry  W.  Fletcher  to 
collect,  requiring  him  to  pay  the  same  as  follows,  according  to  law : 
To  the  Town  Treasurer,  the  amount  he  may  have  collected  on  the 
first  Saturday  of  every  month,  and  the  whole  amount  in  his  hands, 
collected  or  uncollected,  on  the  first  day  of  March,  1890,  with  in- 
terest at  10  per  cent,  from  December  1st,  1889. 


We  have  included  in  the  assessment  of  taxes  for  1889,  the  amount 
of  $1,000  for  the  repairing  of  highways,  which  amount  we  have  de- 
livered to  29  Surveyors,  who  were  appointed  by  us  (agreeably  to 
vote  of  the  town),  to  be  worked  out  in  the  several  districts  the  pres- 
ent season.
